Gu- 
giielmo Ferrero, the eminent Italian his- 
torian, has been making records and dash- 
ing illusions by his public utterances in 
America, and his lecture at Columbia uni- 
versity on Antony and Cleopatra is ap- 
propriatelf¥ noted in this connection. 

As to records, that of Columbia for at- 
tendance at a public lecture was broken. As 
to illusions, Ferrero said Antony did not love 
Cleopatra, but married her for money. 

The popularly accepted version of the 
Egyptian queen’s wiles and supposed power 
over the Roman statesman and warrior, the 
lecturer declared, owed its first currency to 
Augustus Cesar. The historian character- 
ized it as “an anti-feministic legend to 
show the Roman people the unwelcome re- 
sults of leaving to women the government 
of public affairs.” 

Calls Cleopatra's Beauty a Myth. 

As to the Egyptian queen's appearance at 
the time, Sig Ferrero said. 

“We do not see the countenance of a 
Venus, Gelicate. gracious, smiling. Her 
face is fleshy, with a powerful aquiline nose. 
It is the face of a women well on in years, 
ambitious, imperious. 

“But beautiful or ugly is of little concern 
when one studies her relations with Antony 
in the spirit of criticism and finds that the 
passion of love had small place therein.” 
“There is in our way of thinking,” said 
Sig. Ferrero, “a vein of romanticism want- 
ing in the ancient mind. We pardon with a 
certain compassion the man who for love of 
a woman has not hesitated to bury himself 
under the ruin of his own greatness. The 
ancients, on the contrary, considered such a 
man most dangerous, despicable, insane. 
“ Archeologists have discovered in Egypt 
portraits of Cleopatra. Now the critics have 
confronted these portraite with the poetic 
descriptions of Cleopatra given by Roman 
historians. They have found in these de- 
scriptions there is at least much fancy.“ 
Turning to the chronology of Antony and 
Cleopatra's meeting, from Tarsus through 
the following few months passed together in 
Alexandria and when Antony left, there was 
no proof during the three years he spent away 
that he sighed for the queen of Egypt asa

The total popular vote of the various presi- 
dential candidates at the last national elec- 
tion was made known last night in an official 
form by the filing of the last of the official 
vote, that of Michigan.

This grand total exceeds by 1,341,351 the 
total number of votes cast in the presidential

Compared with the last election, the can- 
didates of the Republican, Democratic, and 
Socialist parties increased their vote this 
year. The reverse is true of the candidates 
of the Prohibition, Populist, and Socialist 
Labor parties. The Independence party did 
not figure in the presidential election of four 
years ago. 


Bryan Far Ahead of Parker. 
The biggest difference in a party vote is 
shown in an increase for Bryan of 1,816,211 
over the total vote cast in 1904 for Alton B. 
Parker, the Democratic candidate. Taft re- 
ceived 14,190 votes more than were polled for 
President Roosevelt in 1904, and Debs ran 
46,188 ahead of the last Socialist ticket. 
The heaviest loss is shown by the Populists, 
who, with the same candidate, registered 
83,312 votes less this year than in 1904, when 
their total was 117,185. The Prohibitionist 
candidate, Chafin, ran 17,284 votes behind the 
1904 mark of his party, and Gilbaus, the So- 
clalist-Labor candidate, received only about 
50 per cent of the vote given % Corrigan, 
which was 31,249 in the previous presidential 
race, 
New York (870,070), Pennsylvania (745,779), 
and Illinois (620,932) gave Taft the greatest 
number of votes among the states, while as to 
Bryan, the order was New York (667,468), 
Ohio (602,721), and Illinois (450,810). 


Two States Nearly Tied. 

e votes cast for Taft and Bryan were al- 
most identical in number in two states, name- 
ly, Maryland and Nevada. In the first men- 
tioned, Taft received 111,253 and Bryan 111,- 
117, and in the other, 10,214 and 10,656, re- 
spectively. 

Debs received his largest vote in Pennsyl- 
vania 39,913; Tilinois, 39,711; and New York, 
88,451. Delaware gave him only seventy-five 
votes.

‘CLAIMS 10 BE HAY'S WIDOW 


Woman Says She Married Son of 
Late Secretary of State. 


ELOPEMENT, SHE ASSERTS. 


Washington Pastor Denies He Tied 
Knot, as Alleged. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 15.—[Special.]—That 
Adelbert Hay, son of the late Secretary of 
State John Hay, was a husband and a fe- 
ther at the time of his death from a fall 
from a window several years ago, was de- 
clared today by Mrs. Rachael Worick, moth- 
er of the girl. who claims to be young May’s 
widow. This developed after her daughter 
had applied for a license to marry Dr. Arthur 
Kraut, a manufacturing chemist of this city. 

Adelbert Hay, she said, eloped from Wash- 
ington to Atlantic City in August, 1900, with 
her daughter. She was then employed as a 
clerk in the pension office. They were there 
married, she alleged, by the Rev. William 
Taylor Snyder, a pastor of Washington, and 
who was himself in Atlantic City on a pleas- 
ure trip. 

Handicapped in Claim, She Says. 

For seven years, she said, both she and her 
daughter have tried unsucessfully to compe! 
the Hay family to admit the marriage or at 
least recognize Adelbert Hay Jr. as the 
grandson of the former secretary of state. 
They were handicapped, she said, by poverty 
and were unable to press their claim. Her 
daughter has à record of the marriage, she 
says, but no certificate. 

The Rev. Dr. Snyder, both mother and 
daughter declare, was the minister who per- 
formed the marriage. They say that he has 
admitted performing a marriage in Atlantic 
City on Aug. 27, 1900, and at the hour that 
the girl alleges her marriage took place. But 
both are emphatic in saying that the minister 
steadfastly refused to divulge the names of 
the contracting parties. 

Dr. Snyder in Denial.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.— [Special. 
President Roosevelt today took Joseph 
Pulitzer’s pelt and hung it up before congress 
as that of a vilifier of the American public 
who should be prosecuted for criminal libel.” 
He said Mr. Pulitzer, through the New York 
World, had furnished the ammunition for 
lesser lights who had attacked the govern- 
ment in the matter of the Panama canal. 
The president made a full reply to the at- 
tacks on the method of acqulring title to the 
Panama canal zone in a special message to 
@ongress. 
Accompanying the president's message was 
@ large bundle of documents bearing upon 
the transfer of the canal property to the 
United States. Many of these documents 
were in French, without English translation. 
There was nothing which showed directly the 
persons who received the $40,000,000 paid by 
the United States, but there was included a 
list of about 7,000 stockholders in the old 
and New Panama Canal companies, all of 
them citizens of France and of the Colom- 
Dian republic. There was not the name of a 
eitizen of the United States in the entire list.

That the president of the United States 
is hereby authorized to acquire, for and on 
behalf of the United States, at a cost not 
exceeding $40.000.000, the rights. privileges, 
franchises, concessions, grants of land, right 
of way, unfinished work. plants, and other 
property. real, personal, and mixed, of every 
name and nature, owned by the New Pan- 
ama Canal company of France, on the isth- 
mus of Panama. and all its maps, plans, 
drawings. records on the isthmus of Pan- 
ama and in Paris, including all the capital 
stock. not less, however nan 68.863 shares 
of the Panama Rallroad company, owned by 
or held for the use of said canal company, 
provided a satisfactory title to all of said 
property can be obtained.’ N 

It thereupon became the duty of the 
president, in execution of this «‘atute, to 
purchase the property specified from the 
New Panama Canal company of France, 
provided he could obtain a satisfactory title. 
The department of justice was instructed to 
examine the title. and after such an exam- 
ination Attorney Genera! Knox reported that 
a satisfactory title could be obtained. Pay- 
ment of the purchase price was thereupon 
made to the New Panama Canal company. 
in accordance with the act of congress. and 
the property was conveyed by that company 
to the United States. 


Stockholders Shown in Records. 


“It was no concern of the president. or of 
any officer of the executive department, to 
inquire as to what.the New Panama Canal 
company -did with the money which it re- 
ceived. As @ matter of fact, the New Pan- 
ama Canal company ‘did distribute the 
money between its shareholders and the 
shareholders of the preceding Panama Ca- 
nal company in accordance with the decree 
of a French court, and the records of the 
French court shew who were the share- 
holders who received the money; but that is 
no concern of ours. 

“TI call your attention to the accompany- 
ing statement as to the attempt to form an 
American company in 1899 for the purpose 
of taking oven the property of the French 
company. This attempt proved abortive. 
There was no concealment in its effort to 
put through this plan; its complete failure 
and abandonment being known to every one. 


Points of Facts Shown. 


The important points set forth in the 
accompanying papers, and in the papers to 
which I have referred you, are as follows:

Knox Acts for Government. 

The Panama canal transaction was actu- 
ally carried through not by either the then 
secretary of state, Mr. John Hay, or the then 
secretary of war, Mr. Elihu Root, both of 
whom, however, were cognizant of all the es- 
sential features; but by the then attorney 
general, Mr. P. C. Knox, at present senator 
from Pennsylvania. I directed or approved 
‘every action, and am responsible for all that 
was done in carrying out the will of the con- 
gress: and the provisions of the law. enacted 
by congress after exhaustive examination 


& and discussion, were scrupulously complied 


with by the executive. 

While the transaction was pending I saw 
Mr. Cromwell but two or three times, and 
my communications with him were limited to 
the exchange of purely formal courtesies. 
Secretary Hay occasionally saw him, in the 
same manner; I doubt whether Mr. Root held 
any conversation with. him. The attorney 
general saw him frequently, as he was coun- 
sel for the Panama company; their communi- 
—— were official, as representing the two 

es. , 

The title to the Panama canal properties 
was vested in the New Panama Cana! com- 
pany of France,.which was the legal owner 
thereof, and the old or so-called De Lesseps 
company, had a large equity therein. The 
title was not in a New Jersey company nor in 
any other American company, nor did this 
government have any dealings with any 
American company throughout the affair. 

The exact legal status, to the most minute 
detail, appears in the exhaustive opinion of 
Attorney General Knox approving the title 
to be given to the United States, which clear- 
ly establishes that the only party dealt with 
was the New Panama Canal Company of 
France (with the concurrence of the liqui- 
d ator of the old company) and not any Ameri- 
can corporation or syndicate. 


Security Holders Not Our Affair. 

“The action of the United States govern- 
ment was, of course, wholly uninfluenced by, 
and had nothing whatever to do with, any 
question as to who were, or who had been, 
the security holders of either the new or the 
old company. Who such security holders 
were was not our affair. If, as a matter of 
fact, the canal companies, either or both, had 
been owned by American citizens or by cit!- 


have altered in the slightest degree the ac- 
tion taken by this government. Our concern 
was to get the canal property which was 
owned by the French company, and to see 
that the title wae clear. 

Our transactions were carried on openly, 
and were published in detall, and we dealt 
solely (so far as the interests of the old Pan- 
ama company were concerned) with the liqui- 
| dator appointed by the proper French gov- 

ernmental body, the civil tribunal of the 
Seine, and in accordance with the decree of 
this same tribunal, with the New Panama 
Canal company, which also went into liquida- 
tion upon the sale to the United States. All 
our transactions were carried on openly, and 
were published in detail. 

The distribution of our payment of $40.- 
000.000 follows the award of arbitrators 
chosen by the new company and the liqui- 
dator, authorized by the decree of this same 
civil tribunal of the Seine, and providing for a 
determination of the proportionate division 
between the new and old companies. We 
paid the money through the New York bank- 
ing house of Messrs. J. P. Morgan & Co., act- 
ing as fiscal agents of this government, into 
the Bank of France in Paris. 


Transactions Shown in Receipts. 

The receipts and accounts of our treasury 
department show the payment of the money 
into the Bank of France and account for the 
money being paid over to the liquidator ap- 
pointed by the civil tribunal of the Seine and 
to. the New Panama Canal company of 
France, the proportion of the $40,000,000 being 
128,600.000 ‘francs to the liquidator of the old 
company and 77.400.000 francs te the New 
Panama Canal company of France in liquil- 
dation. In these payments We followed to the 
letter the decree of the governmental tribune! 
of France which had the authority to make 
such a decree, the civil tribunal of the Seine. 
We had neither. desire nor authority to go 
behind this decree of this proper govern- 
mental body, as all the conflicting rights of 
the security holders of both companies had 
been settled by the decree of said court by 
ratification of the arbitration which resulted 
in that division.

No payment whatever was or will be made 
upon the stock of the old company, as it was 
worthless from the day De Leseeps failed, 
and this cuts out from consideration al! mis- 
leading statements regarding a possible pur- 
chase by anybody of the stock of the old 
Panama Canalcomrany. It has not received, 
and will not receive, a penny. Even upon 
the bonded indebtedness the dividend, I am 
thus informed, will amount, in the aggregate, 
to only about 10 per centum.

As the accompany- 
ing papers set forth, this liquidated com- 
pany received as its proportion of the $40,- 
000,000 the sum of 77,4. v.000 francs, and this 
amount was distributed by the Nquidation 
in three payments through four leading 
banks of Paris, covering a pericd of the last 
four years, and to shareholders numbering 
about 6,000. Every step of the transaction 
was not only taken publicly, but was, con- 
temporaneously therewith, advertised in the 
legal and financial papers of France and the 
banks making the payments took proper re- 
ceipts from all the parties to whom payments 
were made, as is customary in such cases. 

“The capital of the New Pamana Canal 
company of France was 65. 000, 000 francs, and 
the distribution thus made amounted to about 
130 francs on each share of 100 francs. No 
dividends were paid during the ten years of 
the company’s existence.

but if the congress desires I have no doubt 
that on the request of our ambassador in 
Paris the lists of individuals will be shown 
him. 

As a matter of fact, there is nothing 
whatever in which this government is in- 
terested to investigate about this transaction. 
So far as this government is concerned, 
évery step of the slightest importance has 
been made public by its executive, and every 
step taken in France has there been made 
public by the proper officials. 

The congress took the action it did take 
after the most minute and exhaustive exam- 
ination and discussion and the executive car- 
ried out the direction of the congress to 
the letter. Every act of this government, 
every act for which this government had the 
slightest responsibility, was in pursuance of 
the act of congress here, and following out 
the decree of the civil tribunal of the Seine 
in France. 

Other Side Given Publicity. 

Furthermore, through the entirely volun- 
tary act of Mr. Cromwell, I am now able to 
present to you full information as to these 
actions in France with which this govern- 
ment did not have any concern and which 
are set forth in the accompanying papers.

Feels Proud of Compliment. 

“The World fully appreciates the compli- 
ment paid to it by Mr. Roosevelt in making 
it the subject of a special message to the 
congress of the United States. In the whole 
history of the American govrenment no other 
president ever has paid such tribute to the 
power and influence of a fearless and inde- 
pendent newspaper. 

“The World likewise appreciates the im- 
portance and significance of Mr. Roose- 
velt's statement when he declares to con- 
gress that the proprietor of the World 
‘should be prosecuted for libel’ by the gov- 
ernmental authorities. and that ‘the attor- 
ney general bas under consideration the 
form under which proceedings against Mr. 
Pulitzer shall be brought.’ Thie is the first 
time a president ever asserted the doctrine of 
lese majesty, or proposed, in the absence of 
specific legislation, the criminal prosecution 
‘by the government’ of citizens who criti- 
cised the conduct of the government, or the 
conduct of individuals who may have had 
business dealings with the government. 

Neither the king of Great Britain nor the 
German emperor would venture to arrogate 
such power to himself. John Adams’ at- 
tempt to enforce the sedition law destroyed 
the Federalist party in America. Yet Mr. 
Roosevelt in the absence of law officially pro- 
poses to use all the power of the greatest gov- 
ernment on earth to cripple the freedom of 
the press on the pretext that the government 
itself has been libeled—and he is the gov- 
ernment. 

We are aware that for many years Mr. 
Roosevelt has been savagely displeased at the 
editorial conduct of the World. It is true we 
have criticised him sharply and frankly 
whenever we believed the public interests re- 
quired, just as we have heartily commended 
and supported him whenever we believed the 
public interest thereby would be advanced. 
Mr. Roosevelt's attack on the World can be 
explained only on the theory that he believes 
he can muzzle the paper. Our recent im- 
peachment of his veracity seems to have been 
the last straw that hroke his autocratic back. 


Cromwell Blamed for Contest. 
“It is true the World printed public re-

In his message he does not state cor- 
rectly even so simple a matter as the pre- 
tended causes of his grievance.

Panama Canal company of France did not 
itself propose or fix the figure 3840 000 000 
as the valuation of the canal and railroad 
properties.

Lorimer Says Low Stage of Nation’s 
Treasury Should Make No Differen 
in Action. : 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special.}— 
Congressman Lorimer of Chicago expects 
that the report of engineers who are engaged 
in surveying the Mississippi river portion of 
the lake to gulf project will be ready by Jan. 1. 
As soon as it is filed he will introduce his 
waterway bil. Mr. Lorimer says he is not 
worrying over the report that Chairman Bur- 
ton believes no river and harbor bill can be 
passed until the special session because of the 
limited state of the nation’s finances. 

The question of finances is the smallest of 
all,.“ said Mr. Lorimer tonight. ‘‘ The fact 
that just now the government is piling up a 
deficit need not hamper this project. For 
there is little possibility that more than a 
million dollars’ worth of work will be done 
during the next year anyway. And the gov- 
ernment will be called upon to pay only for 
the completed work. All we want at this ses- 
sion is a iaw authorizing the beginning of 
work.

Speeches in Refugee’s Behalf Are 
Made Between Acts of Drama. 


PASTORS IN THE AUDIENCE. 


Persons of Different Religious Belief 
See The Melting Pot.“ 


The cause of Christian Rudowitz, the Rus- 
sian refugee, whose return to Russia in re- 
sponse to the request of the Russian govern- 
ment is to be passed upon by the authorities 
at Washington, was pleaded in a novel man- 
ner yesterday afternoon in the Chicago Opera 
house. 
Upward of 200 preachers and several hun- 
dred settlement workers and members of 
university faculties attended a special pre- 
sentation of Israel Zangwill’s play. The 
Melting Pot.“ Between the acts there was a 
curtain speech by Walker Whiteside, who 
enacts the röle of David Quixano, and Jenkin 


spoke from a box. 
The matinée was strictly by invitation, no 
seats being sold. 
Although the play deals with the persecu- 
tion of Jews in Russia, Rudowit# is a Luth- 
eran from the north of Russia. Nevertheless 
the teaching of the play is universal religious 
tolerance. 
In the Audience were Catholic priests, 
Protestant ministers, Greek Catholics, and 
negro ministers. A delegation of thirty-five 
was present from Chicago Commons and 
Jane Addams headed a large delegation from 
Hull house. é 
Pleads for the Immigrants. 
Following the third act Jenklin Lloyd Jones 
stood up in the lower left box and addressed 
the audience: 
“ When asked on behalf of friends of liberty 
to put in a sentiment in defense of that hos- 
pitality which makes America American, I did 
not dare refuse, he said. Asan immigrant 
child I came to this country on an immigrant 
ship and landed at Castle garden. I followed 
the flag of this liberty loving country. 
„We should stand as one man in the in- 
terests of that hospitality which makes 
America the asylum of the oppressed of our 
earth. Cruel Russia asks that we return one 
who has fought in the high and holy light of 
revolution. That government asks oppor- 
tunity to oppress that man caught in the 
mangles of an inspiring revolution. 
„Our flag must not be dropped in humilia- 
tion. Let the government at Washington 
see Its duty clearly in this particular case.” 


Actor Whiteside Is Cheered. 

Mr. Whiteside evoked repeated cheering 
when he responded to demands fora curtain 
speech. 

I had been told that the American people 
would not accept a serious message when 
hurled over the tootlights in the guise of 
drama,“ said the actor, maintaining his 
character of the persecuted Jewish musician. 
“Mr. Zangwill declined to alter his play 
with the exception of à single lige relating 
to the divorce question which was criticised 
by President Roosevelt as giving an unfair 
impression. He took out the line not in 
deference to President Roosevelt or the 
American people, but in deference to truth.“ 


FAREWELL TO DR. WEVER

Retiring German Official Praised for 
His Plan to Have Universities Ex- 
change Professors. 


Dr. Walther Wever, consul general of 
Germany, was lauded as a-diplomat who had 
brought about a treaty of “ Intellectual reci- 
procity between the United States and 
Germany, in speeches made last evening at 
a farewell dinner given in honor of Dr. and 
Mre.

Quietly the stu- 
dents stole into the dark room and made a 
careful search of the place for select varie- 
ties that would startle the coeds on their 
way home from the game. 


Some Abandoned at Doorway 
Several valuable exhibits were dragged as 
far as the museum doorway when they were 
abandoned. The game was not half over 
when the last of the raiders had turned the 
immense campus into a temporary museum 
and were watching from safe quarters to 
see how the prank would result. They fied in 
terror when a wild scream from one of the 
coeds caused a score of the students to hurry 
to the place where the largest of the animals 
had been deserted. 

It was only the tail of a kangaroo, but 
it wae being fanned by the slight breeze and 
dangling among the branches. Perched high 
above it In the three was a raccoon, and 
down at the trunk stood a mountain goat.

In her haste to escape from the scene she 
knocked over a leopard of the African jungle 
variety, and in a minute she was surrounded 
by a crowd of anxious students who respond- 
ed to her cry of alarm. Several of them 
darted away on seeing the number of fero- 
clous brutes, but it was only for a minute, 
and then they returned when they saw that 
the museum had been depleted of its stock.

TELLS: OF INSANITY INCREASE. 


President of Anti-Cigaret League Says 
Americans Use More Opium Per 
Capita than Chinese. 


“Insanity grows three times as fast in pro- 
portion as the increase in population in the 
United States. 

Dr. David Paulson of Hinsdale, president of 
the Anti-Cigaret league, made this statement 
yesterday afternoon in an address before the 
Woodlawn Woman's club. His statistics, he 
said, were gathered from reports of the 
United States government. 

“China,” he continued, “used twenty-six 
grains of opium last year for every man, 
woman, and child. The United States used 
fifty-six grains. There are at least one mil- 
lion opium users in this country. Last year 
we used twenty-three gallons of liquor per 
ca pita. 

At the close of Dr. Paulson's address the 
club passed a resolution urging the passge of 
a state law by the next general assembly to 
“clear the market of Hlinois of cigarets and 
cigaret papers.“

Lad’s Clothing Is Stamped “Willie 
Marr’—Machine Is Owned by P. F.

While attempting to cross in front of a 
swiftly moving east bound automobile at.

Printer Commits Suicide and Nearly

William Reedel, a saloonkeeper, shot his 
wife in the right side last night and then 
killed himself by firing a bullet through his 
brain. The shooting occurred at 2018 Dear- 
born street after a quarrel which followed 
the wife’s refusal to return to her busband’s 
residence and live with him. 

Mrs. Reedel was taken to St. Luke’s hos- 
pital, where it was said her wound would not 
prove fatal. Reedel died before the police 
arrived and his body was removed to an un- 
dertaking establishment at 1722 Wabash 
avenue. 

Reedel owned: a saloon at 752 West Twenty- 
first place. He had been married less than 
a year. His wife was known as Emma 
Preuss in the resort where the shooting took 
place. The two are said to have been sepa- 
rated for three months. e 1 


Bookkeeper Ends Life. 

William J.Rosmonith,killed himself in the 
basement of his residence, 970 Perry atreet, 
by shooting himself in the mouth, the bullet 
entering the brain. Rosmonith was a book- 
keeper and had been out of work for three 
months. Recently he had been despondent 
but it did not alarm his family. About 10 p. 
m. he went Into the basement, as his wife 
believed, to look after the furnace, and 
shortly afterward she heard a shot. Mrs. 
Rosmonith rushed to the basement and found 
her husband on the floor dead. 


Nearly Kills Two Others. 


In ending his life late Monday night by 
ty aging on the gas in his room, Abraham 
Bernstein, 65 Liberty street, almost caused 
the death of two members of the household, 
who were overcome. Three policemen in 
rescuing the latter, who were Mrs. Sarah 
Feinberg, 78 years old, who is blind, and her 
son, were affected by the gas. 

Bernstein was a printer and had been out 
of work for several weeks. 

A coroner's jury returned a verdict of sui- 
cide.

In Jolly Trim Was Taft. 

Mr. Taft, as rosy, jolly, and amiable a fig- 
ure as ever rose to a toast at any public din- 
ner, glanced first toward Mr. Carnegie, who 
Was sitting immediately behind John Mitch- 
ell. Mr. Gompers, and other labor leaders. 

“ Carnegie.”’ said Mr. Taft, has been de- 
geribed as a captain of industry, but I never 
knew him under that designation, I think he 
belongs to my class—itinerant preachers. 
I have spoken with him twice behind the 
Methodist pulpit in the last few days.” 

Mr. Taft said it was a great pleasure for 

m to be at the dinner. Looking about, he 

aid he saw a number of persons with whom 
it would not have been right for him to be 
associated before the election [laughter, led 
by Samuel Gompers], but Mr, Taft thought 
it was perfectly safe now. 

He spent a few minutes discussing the

Agree on Most Points. 

“ Usuallyy” he said, with an all embracing 
emilé; the parties at difference in the Civic 
federation have found that their points of 

reement always outnumbered their points 
Of difference. I have noticed tonight the et- 
fect of the presence of women and the good 
dinner toward bringing about that happy 
agreement. 

“ The time has passed away. Mr. Taft con- 
tinued, when an organization of labor is re- 
@arded as a menace. Men who hold these 
Views belong to the last century.“ 

The time has come, said Mr Taft, “when 
the employer who says ‘I deal alone with my 
labor and recognize no general interest’ is 
far behind the times.“ 

„% We have gotten along pretty well with 
that constitution,“ he seid. and I think we 
can depend on the learning and patriotiem of 
the Supreme court to construe it that the gov- 
ernment will be given power to meet great 
questions as they come up and at the same 
time have a proper regard for the rights of 
the states. I don’t mean that the constitu- 

in is to be perverted. When you examine 
t wonderful instrument you will find that 
the mén who drew it up made it short, ccm- 
prehersive, and simple so that it would cover 
pretty nearly whatever the future held in its 
Womb. 


Anti-Trust Law Still at Work. 
Now, I'm not quite ready to part with the 
anti-trust law, the Sherman act; probably it 
does need amendment, but even the amend- 
ments need not be extensive. It is more im- 
7+ ag to enforce it than to repeal it. One 
of the difficulties in dealing with this problem 
ig the loose statements and sketchy impres- 
Sionist pictures that are presented by these 

ho haven't carefully studied the law, who 
haven't full understanding of the question. 
It ig a work for lawyers who have a know!l- 
edge of business conditions and of the evils 
that come’ out of combinations of capital. 
These combinations are necessary to the 
Progress of business, but they may be used or 
abused to the detriment of the public, and we 
must havé something to use to punish these 
abuses.” | 

Mr. Taft paused, looked at his notes, which 
had become exhausted, and laughed. The 
guests laughed with him. 

“There is a tradition at Yale,” he said, 
“which has to do with those who speak in 
the chapel. It says ‘ro souls are saved after 
twenty minutes.’ I don’t intend to go into a 
discussion of this or ‘other questions. 

‘Buries Hatchet with Gompers. 

“Tt is very agreeable to me to meet Ar. 
Mitchell, Mr. Gompers, and other labor lead- 
ers here tonight. I trust they knew that 
what happened before the election so far as 
Jam concerned in respect to any citizen of 
the United States js wiped out now that I 
am about to become president of the United 
States. It is as if it never was. I thank Mr. 
Gompers for saying that I am his president 
as much as any man’s.”’ 

Mr. Taft then took up the two matters of 
legislation in which he said he was particu- 
larly interested and which would come be- 
fore the next congress. 

One of these questions I have in mind.“ 
he said, is the employers’ liability act. An- 
other has to do with delays in the administra- 
tion of justice, civil and criminal. These de- 

lays are one of the greatest dangers to the re- 
public. If by any employers’ Hability act we 
could remove from the courts nine-tenths of

Donald G. Mitchell, Writer, Ex- 
. pires at New Haven Home. 


MRS. E. L. RYERSON’S FATHER 


Chicago Woman Fails to Arrive at Bed- 
side Before the End.

New York. Dec. 15.—[Special:]—Donaild 
Grant Mitchel: (Ik Marvel), the writer, died 
in his home at Marvelwoodf' a suburb of 
this city, at 6 o'clock tonight. Mr. Mitchell 
was & years old. 

Mrs. Edward L. Ryerson of Chicago, daugh- 
ter of Mr. Mitchell, failed to arrive here in 
time. She had been warned of her father's 
illness too late and now is somewhere on the 
way from Chicago. Alfred Mitchell, a 
brother of the dead man, also was unable 
to be at his bedside. Afred Mitchell is at 
his winter home in Jamaica. At the bedside 
at the time of Mr. Mitchell's death were his 
sons, Harold of New Londomand Walter of 
Newark, and his daughters, Mrs. Walter 
Hart of Rye, N. Y.; Mrs. Mason Hoppin, and 
the Misses Elizabeth, Bessie, and Harriet 
Mitchell, all of New Haven. 

The attack which proved fatel came upon 
Mr. Mitchell Sunday morning. Unfavorable 
symptoms occurred ard he had not since left 
his bed. Until today it was not certain that 
the attack would prove fatal and the absent 
members of the household were not notified 
until it was clear that death was inevitable. 
For several years Mr. Mitchell has been suf- 
fering from an organic complaint which 


weakened him considerably, but Dr. Thomas 
Russell: tonigh@ stated that death was due 


to the infifmities of advanced age.“ 


Sketch of Ik Marvel. 

Donald Grant Mitchell, or Ik Marvel,“ 
was in a small group of American writers 
who were recognized fifty years ago as mas- 
ters of English style. 

Two slender volumes, “ The Reveries of a 
Bachelor and Dream Lite, made his 
reputation, and since had earned for him 
the affectiom of generations of readers. 

For more than half a century he had lived 
at Edgewood, on the outskirts of New Haven, 
devoting himself to his fancies and to agri- 
culture. 

Occasionaily his fancies found their way 
into print, to be welcomed appreciatively. 
Poets and statesmen visited him and Yale 
undergraduates made literary pilgrimages to 
Edge wood at frequent intervals. 

Mitchell was born in Norwich, Conn., on 
April 12, 1822. His father was the Rev. Al- 
fred M. Mitchell, his grandfather Stephen 
Mix Mitchell, a distinguished jurist. He was 
prepared for college in Dr, John Hall's school 
at Ellington, Conn., and entered Yale, from 
which he graduated in 1841. 


Poor Health in Early Life. 


In poor health, he spent the three years 
after graduation on his maternal grand- 
father’s farm, at Salem, Conn. Agriculture 
interested him then as it has since. He 
wrote letters to the Albany Cultivator, and 
won a prize given by the New York Agri- 
cultural society for a plan of farm buildings. 

He went to Europe in 1844 and remained a 
year. He returned to New York to study 
law, but branched out into Hterary work. 
He gathered his impressions on his trip 
abroad into his first book, Fresh Glean- 
ings; or, A New Sheaf from the Old Fields 
of Continental Europe.“ In 1848 he went 
abroad again, and was in Paris the summer 
the revolution was on. s experiences in 
Paris were published the next year, under 
the title of The Battle Summer.” 

Upon his return to New York he began the 
publication of The Lorgnette I.“ a weekly 
periodical which, issued later in book form, 
attracted much attention for its brilliancy. 

The year 1850 made Ik Marvel famous.

“The Reveries of a Bachelér” was pub- 
lished and struck a new responsive note in 
American literature. Dream Life” ap- 
peared a year later. The tender sentiment 
of these two books, the delicacy of their 
diction, the Vein of hazy reminiscence run- 
ning through them made wide and intimate 
appeal. 

Mr. Mitchell went abroad again in 1854’ this 
time as United States consul to Venice. It 
was his honeymoon. He began collecting 
material for a history of the Venetian: re- 
public, which he never wrote. 

In “ Titian and His Times,” a lecture deliy- 
ered before the Yale Art school, much of 
this data appeared. This lecture is included 
in Bound Together.” a collection of mis- 
cellaneous writings. 

Mr. Mitchell spent a year in Venice, and on 
his return bought Edgewood, where he had 
resided since. . 

Since 1855 his writings had been largely of 
rural life, comtaining much practical infor- 
mation in a setting of literary refinement and 
sentiment. Some of these works are “ My 
Farm of Edgewood,”’ “ Wet Days at Edge- 
wood.“ and Rural Studies, with Hints for 
Country Places.“ He wrote one novel. Dr. 
Johns.“ the hero of which ig his old school- 
master.

‘Then it will adjourn until after 
the holidays while preliminary work is being

Upon reconvening the commission will pro- 
ceed with its investigation, and members ex- 
pressed the hope today that a report will be 
in shape to go before the legislature before 
the close of the 1900 season. 

It is learned today that one reason which 
moved Gov. Hughes to seek this form of in- 
quiry into stock and commodity trading 
rather than a general legislative investiga- 
tion such as he had been asking for in his 
annual messages was the fact that a move- 
ment had been put under way by Wall street 
Interests to block any general legislative 
inquiry. 


Statement of Horace White. 

Few members of the commission were will- 
ing today to discuss in detail its plans in ad- 
vance. Horace White. ranking member. said: 

“It is impossible at present to outline the 
scope of the committee's work in any other 
terms than those so admirably used by Gov. 
Hughes in his letters of notification to the 
nine members. Testimony we will take will 
be entirely of a voluntary character, as, of 
course, we cannot compel attendance of wit- 
nesses, production of books. or anything of 
that sort. We are hopeful of the hearty co- 
operation of those who are mest deeply in- 
terested in the subject under inquiry.”’ 

Further than this, it is learned, the commis- 
sion will approach its work with the idea of 
accomplishing something in the way of edu- 
cating the country as to the proper basis of 
relationship between the stock and commod- 
ity. exchanges and the business interests. with 
which they come in contact. 

That abuses will be laid bare and remedies 
applied is anticipated by members of the 
commission, but the object of investigation 
is declared to be not primarily to hold up a lot 
of financia! sins and sinners before the public 
for exccriation so much as it is to determine 
the proper basis of important relatiomships 
involved and take steps to aseure their main- 
tenance. 


Stock Exchange Head Talks. 

This statement was made by President R. 
H. Thomas of the New York stock exchange 
as to the attitude of that body. 

“The action of the governor has been 
most favorably received by our members.

15.—On the bill to 
revise the penal laws discussion was aroused 
in the house of representatives today over an 
amendment ‘by Representative Garrett of 
Tennessee prohibiting the transmission 
through the malls of advertisements in con- 
nection with futures or stock transactions 
where the product or article which is the sub- 
ject of contract cannot actualy be delivered. 

Campbell of Kansas assailed the New 
York stock exchange, declaring that less 
than 10 per cent of its business was legiti- 
mate. His statement was challenged by 
Fitzgerald of New York, who read from a 
message of President Roosevelt, in which 
the president was quoted as saying that the 
great bulk of the business of the New York 
exchange was legitimate.

Bryce and Jusserand Speak at Wash- 

ington Exhibition. 
, ‘Washington b. 0. 
Augustus Saint Gaude 
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“The great nations of antiquity, of the 
middle ages and of modern times. he said, 
“were and are great in each several case, 
not only because of the collective achieve- 
ments of each people as a whole but because 
of the sum of the achievements of the men 
of special eminence; and this, whether they 
excelled in warcraft or statecraft, as road- 
makere or cathedral builders, as men of let- 
ters, men of art, or men of science. The fleld 
of effort is almost limitless, and preéminence 
In success in any part of it should be es- 
pecially prized by the nation to which the 
man achieving the success beiongs. 

* Particularly should thie be so with us in 
America. We have conquered a continent; 
we have laced it with railways, we have 
dotted it with cities. The twilight of letters 
continues, but much is now being done in 
the fleld of art.“ 


Praise for Gold Coins. 


Describing the gold coins whose recent is- 
suance by the government awakened a 
clamor of criticism, the president declared 
Saint Gaudens “ gave us for the first time a 
beautiful coinage, not yet properly a@ppre- 
clated, but up to which both the official and 
the popular mind will in the end grow.“ 

The president contended that the first few 
thousands of these coins are more beautiful 
than any coins since the days of the Greeks 
and that frequent comments on the bonnet 
of eagle plumes on the figure of Liberty 
* illustrate curiously the exceedingly. con- 
ventional. character of much of our criticism 
and the frequent inability to understand 
originality until it has won its place.“ 

The president said e basis of most of the 
criticism was nonsense. He character- 
ized Saint Gaudens’ genius as having that 
lofty ‘insight which enabled him to grasp 
close at hand in the present the beauty and 
majesty which in most men’s eyes are 
dimmed until distance has softened the harsh 
angles and blotted out the trivial and the 
unlovely.”’ 

The president depicted Saint Gaudens’ 
statue of Tecumseh Sherman as extraordi- 
nary, a wonderful work of art, though he had 
feared that folly which puts Washingtor 
in a toga, or Louls XIV with his peruke,ina 
Roman corselet.’’ 

Work by work, the president expressed his 
views of their artistic value and declared that 
the unequaled beauty of ancient Greek ‘fig- 
ures was of tire form merely,“ while Saint 
Gaudens’ quality is of the spirit within.“ 


Jusserand Lauds t he Artist. 

Saint Gaudens, the pride of the atelier, and 
Saint Gaudens, the depicter in marble and 
bronze of the life of the American nation, 
| was given high tribue by M. Jusserand, the 
French ambassador.

CASE OF ACCUSED ROBBER 
IS ORDERED INVESTIGATED. 


Plea of Prisoner Convicted on Evidence 
on Which Companion Was Acquitted 
Impresses Judge Freeman. 


An investigation of the case of Joseph 
Campagna, who several weeks ago was found 
gullty on a charge of robbery in Judge Free- 
man’s court, is being made by Attorney 
Bernstein. 

Campagna and Samuel Bindia were accused 
of having held up and robbed John Anderson 
at Peoria and West Lake streets last Au- 
gust. Although Anderson testified that he 
had drunk eighty or more glasses of beer on 
the night of the robbery, he was sure that 
Campagna and Bindia were the men who had 
heid him up. Bindia was acquitted, but Cam- 
pagna was convicted, although both were 
tried together and the same evidence was 
used against both. 

Campagna was taken before the court yes- 
terday to be sentenced. Attorney Bernstein 
made an argument in behalf of the defendant 
and reviewed the peculiar circumstances of 
the case. 

The lawyer also declared that the police- 
man who arrested Campagna told the latter 
that he did not believe him guilty, but that 
two other boys whom he had noticed in the 
vicinity were the robbers.

Know More than Deans. 


WOULD BE GREATLY MISSED. 


Professor Tells Women Club Members 
His Ideas of Education of Fair Sex. 


Prof. Nathaniel Butler of the University of 
Chicago, in an address before the Evanston 
Woman's club yesterday, said the purpose 
of the high school is to train boys and girls 
for social efficiency. 

“ The position of the woman in the social 
settlement and in any one of a dozen other 
walks of life is every bit as important as the 
duties of a man and in some instances more 
0, declared the professor. 

Why, the women clerks know more about 
the University of Chicago and its manage- 
ment than the deans do and if the school 
were to lose them it would go back. 

“To use the street phrase, the object of 
education is to learn to get on to the job,’ 
but the ultimate end is to be found not in in- 
telligence, but in moral conduct and char- 
acter. 

The problem,” he continued, is to teach 
the boys and girls to be able to use them- 
selves. It is not so much how much a per- 
son knows when he finishes school as how 
much ability has he to acquire that knowl- 
edge which he will need in his vocation. It 
is to learn to put 100 per cent of oneself into 
the task. Nowhere is this better taught than 
in industrial and trade schools, which are 
maintained all over Europe and which we 
are going to have all over this country with- 
out a doubt.”

CORN STALK PAPER ASSURED. 


Government Laboratories Produce 
Printing Material with By-Product 
of Molasses for Food. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—Dr. B. T. Gal- 
loway of the bureau of plant inquiry of the 
department of agriculture reported to the 
house committee on agriculture today that 
laboratory tests seemed to warrant the con- 
clusion that print paper could be manufac- 
tured from cornstalks in competition with 
wood pulp, adding that a commercial test 
soon would be made by a mill in Maine. 

He explained that if the venture proved a 
success it would be due largely to the pro- 
duction of a by-product, a coarse quality 
of molasses, such as is imported and is 
used in large degree, especially in the south, 
to feed cattle and mules. 

The laboratory tests indicated, he report- 
ed, that a ton of cornstalks would yield $3 
worth of molasses. 


TUBES NOT TO BE PURCHASED; 
PUBLIC OWNERSHIP OPPOSED. 


Postal Commission Reports to Congress 
Against Acquiring Underground 
Mail Facilities. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special.J— 
There will be no government ownership of 
pneumatic postal tubes for several years 
yet, providing recommendations of the na- 
tional postal tube commission are followed 
by congress. The commission, appointed as 
a result of legislation during the last session 
of congress, and which is headed by Post- 
master Daniel A. Campbell of Chicago, made 
a voluminous report to the speaker of the 
house today. 

The conclusions of the commission are 
that the various pneumatic tube services in 
the large cities, including Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Boston, and New York, are not at 
present in readily purchasable shape, and it 
is recommended that the government walt 
five or six years before seriously taking up 
the question of their ownership. 

During that period there should be ample 
opportunity for the companies to perfect 
their systems and for the postoffice depart- 
ment to observe their effect upon the postal 
service, says the commission. During 
that period it is possible that other methods 
of transportation will be developed or im- 
proved so as to change entirely the outlook 
as it now appears. 

The report shows forty-two and one-half 
miles of pneumatic tubing at present in 
operation in the postal service. Sixty-four 
and one-half miles will be in operation when 
the tubing at present contracted for is com- 
pleted. 

The subcommittee of the commission esti- 
mated the cost of construction of forty-three 
miles of pneumatic tubing at $2,875,710. The 
report gives the cost of maintenance d 
ranging from $13,875 per annum in Phila- 
delphia to $15,610 in New York. The sub- 
committee estimated the maintenance cost 
at various rates, ranging from $12,879 in 
Chicago to $15,051 in New York. 

Chicago is quoted as having 7.41 miles of 
postal tubing in operation. The service 
contracted for is 17.56 miles.

Senator Reads Circular from Associa- 
tion Officer Treating Postal Sav- 
ings in Unfair Way. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—Senator Car- 
ter rapped the American Bankers’ associa- 
tion today during a speech in favor of the 
‘postal savings bank bi. He read a circu- 
lar signed by Lucien Teter, chairman of the 
committee on postal savings banks of the 
American Bankers’ association, calling on 
bankers to oppose the bill periding in the 
senate for the establishment of postal sav- 
ings banks.

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| GERMANS IN ALGERIA MUTINY 


W Legionaries of South- 
ern Oran Taken by Zouaves. 


LENS ON DESERTION AGENCY. 


Disélosures Sensational in View of 
Casablanca Allegations, 


[BY CABLE TO THE. CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ALGIERS, Dec. 15.—The arrest of the 
southern Oran mutineers has: disclosed a 
systematic plan of legionary desertions, pro- 
moted, it is charged, by German agents. 

All the mutineers with the exception of 
thelr leäder have been arrested. The men 
had seized.a train and compelled the engi- 
neer to haul them in the direction of the Mo- 
roecan frontier, it apparently being their in- 
tention to reach Morocco, where they be- 
lieved they would be safe from pursuit. Their 
plan went wrong and zouaves who were sent 
in pursuit rounded them up and brought 
them back. 

All the privates who revolted were said to 
be Germans. Investigation of the causes 
that led-to the mutiny are said to have re- 
vealed proof of an agency directed by Ger- 
mans; at work for some time in Algeria, its 
object being to bring about desertions of 


legionaries. 
German Agents Under the Lens. 


The authorities are trying to ascertain 
what part this agency played in the recent 
event. The chief of the mutineers is stated 
to have been a Bavarian officer. He is said 
to have declared he would rather commit 
suicide than surrender. 

It is believed the intention of the mutineers 
in forcing the engineer of the seized train to 
return from Modsbah to Oran was to avoid 
pursuit by the garrison at Ain El Hadjar. 

After they had left the train at Modzbah 
they Droke with the butts of their rifles the 
legs of one of their comrades who refused to 
go any farther with them. This was done 
with the object of preventing him from 
reaching a post where he could denounce 
them. 

Get Provisious ‘for Mutineers.

from mainmast and foremast both of the 
warship and its prize. 

The capture of the A de Mayo” was 
effected on Dec. 18 at a point a little north of 
Cumana, on the Gulf of Caraico. The battle- 
siip Jacob van Heemskerk observed the 
“23 de Mayo” in the offing. took possession 
of it, and sent a prize créw aboard. The Ven- 
ezuelan ¢rew which had been in charge of the 
“28 de Hayo was sent ashore in the small 
boats of the captured ship. The Jacob van 
Heemskerk then proceeded back to this port, 
escorting the prize. 


Boat Caught Once Before. 


The crew of the “23 de Mayo made no 
resistance. All the rifles found on board were 
sent ashore with the crew. 

The “ 28 de Mayo was formerly an Amer- 
ican steamer called the Alliance. It belonged 
to a Mr.’ Smith, who was at one time Ameri- 
can consul here. It was captured by Venezu- 
ela in 1897 while in distress off Maracaibo on 
the ground that it was engaged in running 
contraband to the Venezuelan coast. Mr. 
Smith made a claim against the Venezuelan 
government for the vessely and his demand 
was reduced in 1908 to $2 800 by the mixed 
commission that adjudicated various mat- 
ters of thie kind. 

The 2 de Mayo,” while classed as a coast 
guard vessel, is a unit of the Venezuelan 
navy, but ite size and strength are insignifi- 
cant. It is of 130 tons only and is armed with 


one machine gun. 


Castro Visits His Surgeon. 

BERLIN, Dec. 15.—Dr. Israel made a 
physical examinatioh of President Castro 
today. This occupied an Hour, and it is 
understood that no decision was reached 
as to whether or not an operation would be 
necessary. Probab a week will elapse 
before this is . 

Castro apparently is not suffering greatly 
from his malady, and in the evening he 
entertgined as his special guests Herr and 
Frau Birtner, who came here from Hamburg 
and who are celebrating their silver wed- 
ding. Frau Birtner was.born in Venezuela 
and her husband is an old friend of Prest- 
dent Castro. 

The local newspapers today publish vari- 
ous accounts of the luxurious living of 
President Castro and the members of his 
party at their hotel in this city, treating the 
Venezuelan executive with scant courtesy.

School Instructors Asked Views 
as Regards Marking System 
and ‘Inefficient’ Reports. 


The fight on Superintendent of Schools E. 
G. Cooley, once the backbone of the Dunne 
school board’s reform program, i in 
full swing again.

Four other principals have been asked to 
join, but have not as yet accepted. 

The ballot, which has been sent to every 
principal and teacher in the city, asks for 
an expresison of opinion on Supt.

“efficiency marking system,” which. the 
famous Post report was designed to abolish. 
It asks the following questions: | 

Should the present marking system be 
abolished? 

Should principals and teachers who are 
reported “inefficient ” be furnished with a 
written explanation of the reasons for such 
report by those so reporting and at the time 
such report is made, reports to be required 
on the inefficient” only?

The ballots are to be sent to the canvase- 
ing board's” headquarters in the clubroom -

The circulation of the ballots follows close- 
ly on the petition of the Chicago Principals’ 
club, aleo sent to all the teachers, protesting 
against “the board's plans to reduce the 
membership in the grades and give the in- 
structors no increase in salary.” The policy 
of reducing the number of pupils in school- 
rooms originated with the sup¢rintendent.

into the educational schemes known as the 
Post and DeBey reports is about complete. 
The DeBey plan for organizing the teachers 
of the city into councils’ now has Trustee 
Post as its sponsor and will be made the sub- 
ject of a special meeting of the school man- 
agement committee tomorrow.

Selz, Schwab & Co.'s Lasters Quit 
Because Man Is Discharged. 


ASK INOREASED WAGES, TOO. 


Carpenters Negotiate with Builders’ 
Body for New Contract. 


A strike which threatens to tie up the shoe 
factory of Selz, Schwab & Co., Superior and 
Kingsbury streets, developed yesterday as 
the result of the discharge of a last machine 
operator last Friday. 

Ten lasters walked out in sympathy with 
the discharged man and each day since then 
the number of the strikers has augmented 
until practically the entire lasting depart- 
ment of the factory is tied up. 

The strike was called hy the Industrial 
Workers of the World, an industrial union 
organized in opposition to the American 
Federation of Labor. The strikers met in 
the afternoon at 55 North Clark street and 
voted unanimously to continue the strike. 
A “shop committee was appointed to open 
negotiations with the company. 

By the introduction of lasting machines, 
the strikers say, their wages have been re- 
duced. They also object to the docking 
system,”’ by which the empleye are re- 
quired to pay the wholesale price for shoes 
which are damaged in the process of making. 


May Involve Other Factories. 

Employés of Selz, Schwab & Co.'s fac 
tories in Elgin and Geneva may be asked 
to walk out in sympathy with the Chicago 
strikers. 

“The grievances of the strikers are large- 
ly imaginary,” said E. F. Selz. “ We dis- 
charged a man for incompetency last Friday 
and @ number of men went out in sympathy 
with him. On that question there is nothing 
to arbitrate. 

“As to the wage grievance, the men on 
the new machines have day work at $18 a 
week, and the average pay of the piece work 
lastere is from $18 to $25 a week. It is true 
that we dock the men for damaging 
but that is a system in vogue in all shoe fae- 
tories. It acts as a check on carelessness. 
We wilf not recognize any shop committee. 
All grievances reported in the regular way 
through the foreman and the superintendent 
will receive full and fair consideration.”

Sends Out Letter ‘to Shops. 


DANGER IN ‘LIGHT EFFECTS. 


Ignition of Holiday Decorations Is the 


— 


Christmas fires, of former years, which 
resulted in serious disasters, have led the 
ones board of underwriters to send out 
& public warning in regard to Christmas 
decorations, and especially lighting effects 
as used in churches and public buildings. 
Part of à letter which was sent to all the 
department stores follows: 

“The use of Christmas greens, harvest 
specimens, and other inflammable materials, 
such as scenery, cotton to represent snow, 
and the like (espe in connection. with 
electric and other lighting systems), is a 
decided increase of fire hazard, it being im- 
possible to make displays of thet nature per- 
fectly safe, 

“ Biectrical wiring and apparatus used in 
this connection should be as well installed 
as if it were to be permanent. The custom 
of wrapping incandescent electric lamp 
globes with cotton, cheesecloth, etc., or even 
allowing inflammable materials of this kind 
in close proximity to such lamps is extreme- 
ly dangerous and should be discouraged. 

“ Rigid safeguards against fire should be 
used in connection with any special displays | 
and additional flre protection provided in 
the immediate vicinity. Special watchmen 
or firemen should be detailed to watch places 
where these displays are installed, not only 
to a spread of fire but to avold panics, 
which are almost sure to result from any 
fire starting where a considerable number 
of people are gathered together.“ 


NEW FIREBOAT PASSES TEST; 
THROWS, A STREAM 400 FEET. 
Engine and Pumps of the Joseph Medill 


Reveal Capacity of 9,000 Gallons of 
Water g Minute. |

The new fireboat Joseph Medill was tested 
by the fire department yesterday at the foot 
of Fulton street. Streams of water were 
thrown 125 feet in the air and nearly 400 
feet horizontally. The boat's engines and 

umps were declared to have fulfilied all the 

uirements of the contract. Water was 
thrown at the rate of 9,000 gallons a minute. 

The neighboring docks were led with 
spectators during the test, and the Lake 

reet bridge wae so.crowded that the police 
had to keep the crowd moving. 

The river had been cleared by Harbor Mas- 
ter Walter Scott, but passing vessels caused 
cessation of the test three times in order to 
prevent the possibility of damage suits 
against the city. 

The two inch nozzles, of which there are 
nine on the boat, were tested first, and the 
nine streams were thrown out over the basin, 
utilleing the entire capacity of 0,000 gallons 
a minute. Then the two turrets were tried, 
one throwing a four inch and the other a 
three inch stream. They are declared to be 
& particularly valuable feature of the equip- 
ment and are intended to be used in lumber 
yard fires or others where a large volume 
of water is necessary to spread the fre.

THE HARRIMAN DECISION. 

The somewhat strict construction of the 
interstate commerce act by the Supreme 
court in the case of the Harriman inquiry 
probably will prove to be in the public 
interest. Certainly if its effect is what it 
should be good will come of it. 

The decision emphasizes the public need 
as well as the legal necessity of legisla- 
tion which shall empower the commission 
or another body to exercise a broad but 
definite surveillance over combinations and 
consolidations among carriers, intercorpo- 
rate stock purchases, and similar opera- 
tions of the directing talent at work with 
public service corporations. If proper 
legislation of this character is obtained 
it is greatly to be preferred to the exten- 
sion by construction of the inquisitorial 
powers of the commission under the pres- 
ent interstate commerce act, a process of 
great uncertainty, unjust to the individ- 
ual and unsatisfactory from the point of 
view of the public interest.

AN INTERNATIONAL SERVICE, 
The way in which speculation in se- 
curities and commodities is conducted in 
Wall street is a matter of more than 
state or national concern. It is of inter- 
national concern. The cotton spinners 
of Lancashire are as much affected as 
those of New England by the operations 
of the New York cotton exchange, whose 
methods were recently condemned in 
some particulars by a government inves- 
tigator. Objectionable methods on the 
New York stock exchange may ha ve. dis- 
astrous consequences in foreign financial 
centers. Nations have become interde- 
pendent in so many respects, and Wall 
street -has come to be so great a factor 
in the industrial and financial world that 
there is need of the reform of any abuses 
which have. grown up in the New York 
exchanges. Thanks to the wisdom dis-

It failed to 
do so. Either it had not intelligence 
enough to see the importance of the in- 
quiry he wished to have made or it was 
actuated by a spirit of hostility to him. 
So there is no appropriation to defray the 
expenses of the commission. Its men- 
bers are volunteers who are willing to 
spend laborious days for the public good 
without pay. That will give all the more 
authority to their conclusions as to the 
manner in which, as Gov. Hughes says, 
“illegitimate transactions may be pre- 
vented and legitimate business safe- 
guarded.” 


THE AMERICAN BATTLESHIP. 

“Fighting Bob is the latest champion 
of the American battleship. He thinks 
the newer vessels vastly superior to the 
Dreadnought. After many weeks of close 
observation he believes that the lower 
edge of the armor plate is too high rather 
than too low. In this contention he takes 
sharp issue with the critics who have as- 
serted that the low location of the belt is 
a vital point of weakness. 

Admiral Evans finds the real danger in 
the damage that may be wrought by the 
passage of a projectile below the armor 
belt rather than in that to be apprehend- 
ed from the piercing of the vessel above 
it. The destruction of machinery is more 
to be feared than the inflow of water, the 
wrecking effect of the projectile entering 
above the belt being recognized. As he 
puts it, “It will require many twelve 
inch shells on the water line, or in any 
other place, to disable or sink such a ship 
if the officers and men know their busi- 
ness and want to fight.” 

The criticisms of Reuterdahl are de- 
clared to be based upon false assump- 
tions. The comparison with the Russian 
ships ts counted all wrong. “I assert,” 
says the admiral, “that the battle fleet 
of the United States never was, never

Of Alexander, the twenty-third earl of 
Crawford—the present peer is the twenty- 
sixth earl and the thirty-third Lord Lindsay 
of Crawford—it is related that he and his in- 
numerable brothers and sisters were sub- 
jected to such harsh treatment by their 
mother that one day they all started out to 
escape from their home and to seek their 
fortunes in the world; and Augustus Hare 
in his Reminiscences’ draws a graphic 
picture of the spectacie which the young- 
sters presented, marching in single file along 
a desolate road in Scotland, the eldest one, 
who was afterwards to suceeed to the fam- 
ily honors as the twenty-third earl, carrying 
the baby, gypsy fashion, on his back. 

What had provoked this was the action 
of their mother in ordering a footman to 
throw one of the youngsters into the pond 
in front of the house by way of punishment. 
The little chap clambered out, and there- 
upon sHe commanded that he might de 
thrown in again. Once more he got out and 
she shouted, “Throw him in again!“ 
Whereupon, with comic solemnity, the child 
looked up to her face and exclaimed, 
Woman, wad ye droon your ain son?” 
Then she desisted, and the children deter- 
mined to escape. 

While Ronald Lindsay’seider brother, Lord 
Balcarres, is dark, he himself is fair, which 
is in keeping with the traditions of his fam- 
ily. For, in view of Bis approaching mar- 
riage, it is more agreeable to ascribe the 
ancient sobriquet of the “the light Lind- 
says to the hue of their hair and to their 
blond complexion rather than to the alleged 
Hightiness of their conduct. Almost every

The present earl's ruddy, not to say car- 
rottx locks. beard, and mustache have now 
been softened by the presence of many sil- 
ver/hairs, but he still retains his multitude 
of freckles, invariably wears blue spectacles 
perched on an aquiline nose, and is always 
dressed in a dark blue sack coat, with his 
left hand forever in its pocket. He is prob- 
ably the moet’ learned member of the house 
of lords, and in addition to the Scotch order 
of the Thistle and the French Legion of 
Honor and other distinctions of the same 
kind, has about twenty-two letters after his 
name; all of which are the initials of famous 
English and foreign scientific bodies to 
which he belongs. 

He-ig more particularly known as a former 
president of the Royal Astronomical society. 
and some years ago presented all the superb 
astronomical instruments which were a 
featuré of his place at Dunecht, and which 
earned for its observatory a name through- 
out Burope and America, to the new Royal 
Scotch observatory, near Edinburgh, with 
which he endowed his native kingdom, 
while his splendid astronomical library, sec- 
ond only to that of the imperial observatory 
at St. Petersburg, has likewise been present- 
ed by him to the Scotch nation. 

If he took a distaste to Dunecht, which he 
sold to Sir Weetman Pearson, it is because 
of the mysterious robbery of his father’s 
corpse, the outrage being almost identical 
with that perpetrated in connection with the 
remains ot the late A. T. Stewart of New 
York: The late earl died at his Villa Palm- 
jeri, at Florence, this historic residence 
having been since disposed of by his son to 
Charles Elisworth of New York. Some 
months after the corpse had been brought 
back from Italy and entombed at Dunecht, 
in the family mausoleum, the latter was 
found broken open and the corpse removed. 
An enormous amount of money was spent 
in endeavoring to obtain a clew to the resur- 
rectionists and to recover the body, without 
any result being obtained. Nearly a year 
later, however, the body of the dead earl was 
found by the head gardener at Dunecht 
buried in a shrubbery, not more than a hun- 
dred yards distant from the mausoleum. 
The reason for this ghoulish theft, as well 
as the circumstances of the recovery of the 
body, always have been shrouded in a con- 
siderable amount of mystery. But Lord 
Crawford became imbued with such an aver- 
sion to Dunecht that he did not rest untl 
he had got rid of the place.

“I am a wanderer and a mountaineer,” he 
said unto his heart; I I do not love the plains, 
and it seems I cannot long sit quiet. 

“And whatsover may yet come to me by 
fate or dy experience, it will be while lam 
wandering and climbing; in the end we ex- 
perience only ourselves. 

The time has run its course when chance 
still came to me; what is there that could 
come to me now which is not mine already?

now it must inepire thee to highest cour- 
age that behind thee there is no longer a 
path. 

Thou walkest on thy path to greatness: 
no one shall here creep after thee. Thy foot 


above it is written: Impossibility. 

“And thou, thou art now without any 
ladder, thou must learn how to mount above 
thy own head; how otherwise wouldst thou 
mount higher? 

„Above thy own head, and onward over 
thy own heart. That which was mildest with- 
in thee must now turn into that which is hard- 
est. 

He who has always epared himself cére- 
fully grows sick at last with his own care. 
Blessed be that which hardeneth. I do not 
praise the country where butter and honey— 
flow. 

“It is essential to look away from thyself 
if thou wouldst see much—this hardness ig 
required of every climber. 

„He who holds his eyes close to an object, 
how should he see more than the surface of 
things? 

„But thou, O Zoroaster, hast desired to 
see the foundation and the background of all 
things, therefore thou must rise above thy 
self—onward, upward, till thy very stars are 
beneath thee. 

‘Yea, down upon myself I must gaze, and 
down upon my stars; this only would be my 
summit; this has remained to me as my high. 
est summit.“ 

Thus spake Zoroaster te himself in mount- 


ing. comforting himself with hard sayings, 


for he was sore at heart as never hereto.

Ofcourse, 
the interesting thing about this writer is his 
work. Sig. Ferrero has upset all our beliefs 
in the romance of Antony and Cleopatra, for 
in the fourth volume of his history, which is 
published this week (Putnam), he proves 
that Antony’s marriage with the Egyptian 
queen was for political reasons and not be- 
cause of his great and devouring love for 
her. Naturally, this is disconcerting, but 
_ when we read Sig. Ferrero's reasous for this 
bdellet we are inclined to feel that he is right. 
Now all the debating societies throughout 
the country that have had for their most ex- 
citing theme the discussion of Love vs. 
Ambition will have to reverse their recom- 
mendations. Heretofore Napoleon has been 
cited as the man who put aside love for am- 
bition, and Antony as the one who set aside 
ambition for love. Now, according to Sefior 
Ferrero, it was because of her power and 
what she could do for him and for Rome that 
Antony set aside Octavia and married Cleo- 
patra. It was Cleopatra who made the offer 
of marriage to Antony; not Antony to Cleo- 
patra. 

‘The man who is represented by encient historians 
Gs the hero of a long love story hed contrived to 
endure three yeare of seperation from Cleopatra; 
he was returning to her, because she was the queen 
of the old eastern country which had not been 
@esociated by civil war. and because at that mo- 
ment hie pecuniary anxieties had obMged him to ro- 
— part of his ‘feet to his colleague. This con- 


sideration alone is full reason for asking whether 
the famous love story was not invented to conceal 
@ much more serious struggle of political inter- 
ests. It was not to satisfy a romantic passion for 
the queen of Egypt that Antony was marrying 
Cleopatra; his object was to join Egypt to the other 
countries which he governed and to draw as he 
pleased upon the treasury of the Ptolemies for the 
maintenance of his army and the execution of 
Ceesar’s great project. In short, this action, and 
indeed the whole of Antony’e policy, can be e- 
plained in connection with the conquest of Persia. 
‘The fact that Antony was already married 
to Octavia did not disturb Cleopatra in the 
least, but it did disturb him to à certain de- 
gree, as he apparently cared for his Roman 
wife. He did not divorce her, but he left her 
in Rome to bring up their children. Accord- 
ing to Sig. Ferrero— 


He wished, in short, se an eastern king to as” 


sume the right of possessing several legitimate 
wives, a right which Cesar is also said to have 
thought of assuming. The fact is thet Antony 
and Cleopatra respectively desired thie extraor- 
dinary marriage for reasons purely personal; each 
wished to make use of the other for purposes of 
self-interest and to pay the least possible price for 
the exchange of services; Cleopatra wished to use 
Antony to extend her Egyptian kingdom and to 
crush the domestic opposition to her rule; Antony 
needed Cleopatre to provide him with the necessary 
funds for his Parthian campaign. Though ft was 
the beginning of an alliance between the two it 
wae also the beginning of à struggle, as one was 
bound: to be the instrument and the victim of the 
other. 

Cleopatra was anxious for Antony to di- 
vorce Octavia, but he seems to have been 
firm on this point, though on others she 
was the stronger of the two. 

Antony was by no means a strong character; his 
energy had suffered from his life of luxury and 
pleasure at the Egyptian court; he began to feel 
the influence of the clever and crafty queen as he 
had felt the influence of Fulvia; nor had he definite- 
ly resolved to attempt so desperate a venture as 4 
Parthian campaign for the second time. Eventu- 
ally he yielded, although Octavianus had made 
fresh overtures of friendship and had shown his

In the data he is preserving to posterity 
are the accounts of the first night criticisms 
on the most important of Irving’s ventures, 
and included is Tap Tripune’s review of the 
actor’s performance of Hamlet during a9 
first Chicago visit in 1884. 

“The actor’s keen and penetrating intellt- 
gence,” wrote Tu Trinunw areviewer, “ his 
sensibility, go true and delicate, though never 
superebundant, and, above all, hie poetic 
temperament, which flings a halo of charm 
over every work he interprete—these high 
qualifications fitted him to essay that char- 
acter. The interpretation given lest night 
was the most subtle, the most harmonious, 
and the most highly poetic that the present 
generation can hope to see upon the stage.

Secretary Thomas and Assistant Secretary 
Cook of President Murphy's office staff yes- 
terday sent affidavits to Chairman Garry 
Herrmann of the national commission deny- 
ing that they had anything to do, wittingly, 
with the scalping of tickets for the world's 
series. 

These affidavits were sent on the request 
of the commission, and the fact that they 
were not made until yesterday would indicate 
that there is to be more delay, and then 
some, in the announcement cf the ruling 
body's momentous decision. The commis- 
sion first asked President Murphy certain 
questions, the nature of which he was un- 
willing to divulge. He replied that, having 
been in Detroit at the time the sale of tickets 
was going on, it would be impossible for 
him to answer them. 


Enter a General Denial. 


Then it was that the commission put the 
same questions to Messrs. Thomas and Cook. 
The pair went te a notary and swore in their an- 
swers, which were, in effect, a general denial of 
any collusion with the scalpers. They deposed 
that no one known to them as a scalper applied 
for tickets and that no purchases of large blocks 
of seats were made. 

From the fact that the commission thought it 
necessary to put these questions it might be in- 
ferred that the evidence against the office attachés 
was not so overwhelming as has been hinted. If 
Messrs. Herrmann, Pulliam, and Johneon were in 
possession of poritive proof that President Mur- 
phy’s assistants were in league with the scalpers 
would they ask for an affirmation or a denial? 


Will the End Ever Come? 


It is possible that the commission is almost as 
ignorant as the fans as to the manner in which 
the scalpers secured their tickets. It is also pos- 
sible that the body is about to give out a statement 
to the effect that it is unable to discover the 
methods employed by the scalpers and has given up 
the chase. A statement of this kind would not bea 
howling success in Chicago, where the followers 
of the game have waited so long and so patiently 
to be told the truth of the matter. But the com- 
mission has delayed and delayed so that the public 
would not be surprised now with anything or 
nothing.

American Cotton Oil. 

The secretary of the American Cotton Oil 
company is quoted as saying: 

“The cotton crop is nearly as large as the 
record of three years ago. As it concerns the 
American Cotton Oil company a 13,000,000 
bale crop means 6.500,000 tone of seed, of 
which ordinarily $3,500,000 tons enter the 
crushing mills.

It 
is announced that the entire issue has been 
sold by a syndicate headed by the National 
City bank. 


National City ta Move. 
The National City bank of New York will 


next Saturday move into its new home, the 


remodeled old custom house. In its new 
quarters the bank will have enlarged space 
for all departments and a monumental bulld- 
ing in the sense that it was one of the great 
structures of the government. 

The National City bank was founded nine- 
ty-six years ago. At the time of its forme- 
tion in 1812 there were eight other banks in 
New York, whose total capitalization was 
$7,552,760. There were only eighty-eight 
banks in the whole country, with a combined 
capitalization of $42,610,601. The bank owed 
much of its early prosperity to Moses Taylor, 
who was for forty-five years a director and 
for.twenty-six years the president. James 
Stillman, who has been president since 1891, 
is expected to retire early next year as presi- 
dent and be succeeded by Frank A. Vander- 
lip, who is first vice president. Mr. Stillman 
will become chairman of the board of direo- 
tors. 

On Nov. 27 the deposits of the National City 
bank amounted to $262,425,400. Of this total 
$104,515,900 was due to banks and $158,909,500 
was due to other depositors. The capital and 
surplus amounted to $50,531,000. 


Dividends Declared. 

The Federal Mining and Smelting com- 
pany declared a dividend of 1% per cent on 
common stock, payable Jan. 15 to stock of 
record Dec. 31. The last previous declara- 
tion was on Nov. 22, 1907. 

The directors of the Trust Company of 
America have declared a dividend of 2 per 
cent of earnings, payable Dec. 31 to stock- 
holders of record at the close of business on 
Dec. 21. The transfer books will reopen 
Jan. 2. This is the first dividend declared by 
the company since Oct. 1, 1907. It is not 
stated for what period thig.dividend is paid, 
but it is understood that the earnings of the 
company for the year have been such as to 
justify expectations that it will continue to 
pay at the rate of/at least 2 per cent quar- 
terly from this time on. 

The American Telephone and Telegraph 
company declared a regular quarterly divi- 
dend of 2 per cent, payable Jan. 16 to stock 
of record Dec. 31.
